sal of federal milk marketing 
orders shows that they "hnve 
filled well (lie relatively modtist 
alms that have been set (or 
them." 

Assistant Secretary of A«rl- 
culture Oeorge I,. Mehren dis- 
cussed the role of milk market- 
ing orders at the annual moet- 

f of federal milk market ad- 
ministrators In Flushing, N. Y. 

Milk marketing orders set up 
under the agricultural market- 
ing agreements act of 1037, are 
control mechanlums that are 
strictly limited by law, Uelnen 
said. 

'They do not control produc- 
tion, rontrlct entry Into any 
market, nor guarantee a mar- 
ket to any producer," Mehren 
said, "nor do they set resale 
prices or establish fair trade 
practices at the retail level." 

*The basic control, as for as 
milk Is concerned. Is tlie eatab<- 
llflhmerit of minimum prices 
which all handlers shall p»y, to 
producers and which are based 
on prevailing conditions of sup- 
ply and demand." 

Mehren said the milk order 
program "can never be all tilings 
to all men." If an attempt were 
made to make It no, he said, 
it would soon become in all- 
embracing straight Jacket on the 



industry.** 

Mehren said' Mm public Inter- 
est aspect of milk orrirrx prob- 
ably are the least understood 
and appreciated. He aald farm 
Iitw Ktafes specifically that "1 
Is the declared policy ~of con 
greiut to protect tlie InleiesUi of 
the consumer th renin h the excr 
cl"<t of power to oKtabll.'ih and 
maintain such orderly marketing 
conditions an will provide, 
thr> Interest of prodlioerM. i 
consumers, an orderly flow 
the supply of milk to market tt> 
avoid uureasonnhle fluctuations 
in Hiipplles and prices."

Tho commit^ added, how- 
sver, that American farmers will 
have to continue the use of 
Eihemlcal pesticides for tho foro- 
seeablo future. The group said In 
J» statement that consumers can- 
mot got n low-cost, hlith-quallty 
[food supply unions farmers make 
[proper use of chemicals to con- 
trol Insects, weeds, and diseases. 

The advisory committee said 
that whlla ttio uso of chemicals 
continues, research workers 
should put more emphasis on 
non-ohemloal controls.' - 



These include so-called bio- 
logical controls In which insects 
ore JJUed off by diseases or 
other buss. Other now non- 
chemlcal Insect controls Include 
a technique In which pests are 
lured to their death in traps by 
attraotnnt materials. There also 
is a system in which insect pop- 
ulations ore eliminated by the 
releaso of sterilized males. 

The research advisory com- 
mittee's report also urged sup- 
port for an immediate Increase 
In research on smolclnir and 
health. Tho report said research 
planning should ulvo special at- 
tention to studies on tho protec- 
tion of crops and livestock, on 
sail and water manaRement, and 



on research to help Improve the 
economy of low-Income rural 
families. 

In addition, the advisory group 
urged high priority for research 
on reducing cotton production 
costs, on finding new uses for 
farm produots, mid on. reducing- 
the cmt of nuu-kotinff agricul- 
tural produots. 

The advisory committee's re- 
port was released following the 
group's regular quarterly meet- 
ing in Washington. The commit- 
tee Includes farmers and ranch- 
ers, educators, representatives af 
processors and retailers, and 
stats' and private research or 
ganUsatloiui.

Boxkurt Is a graduate of the 
University of Ankara and works 
for the Turkish soil conservation 
service. 

According to Boxkurt, aoll con- 
servation In Turkey Is fairly new, 
The department started in 
Although the department Is new, 
Bozkurt feels considerable good 
has been accomplished. He has 
high hopes of the program mak- 
ing greater strides. 

Boxkurt arrived In the United 
States about Christmas time ac- 
companied by his wife and 
year-old son. They , landed at 
Washington to begin a program 
of study and gather field ex- 
perience through a U. B. depart- 
ment of agriculture aid program 

In a abort tlmo he enrolled 
at Utah, Btate university to study 
soil conservation and related 
agriculture subjects. Kngllsh Is 
no problem to Boxkurt. He stud- 
ied It in Turkey and his wl/e is 
a graduate of an American col- 
lege In Turkey, 

Ifaxlcurt attended UStf for two 
quartern. He became Interested 
In Irrigation and this led event- 
ually to hi-'i trip here to watch 
Irrluation practices. 

The young engineer said that 
In his mind the main dltferenoe 
between American and Turkish 
farming methods Is at thu diver- 
■Ion headgate.

TJw 50-60 basts would 
bo a Uttle steep for the Turkish 
farm and Bozkurt feels that 70

In recent years the trend hi 
Turkish farming has been to 
family sized units. Laud Is di- 
vided into "unit sized" acreages. 
Mechanization has been slow and 
for tho ovoraKft small Turkish 
fanner ownership of n large 
tractor Is not nocossury. Several 
community tractors would bo 
mom Ideal. 

One of tho, appealing things 
about soil conservation work In 
Twin Falls county Is the activity 
of the Twin falls soil conserva- 
tion district. Directors super- 
vise the activity of the district 
and keep track of district equip- 
ment. In addition there Is tech- 
nical assist* nae available 
throughout tho soil conservation 
aervlco. Bozkurt feels that this 
situation Li tho answer for many 
of Turkey's problems hi agri- 
cultured 

"Farm cooperation is Impor- 
tant. We lmve tried some co- 
operative projects in Turkey — 
some have failed and some hove 



been moderately successful," he 
said. Some SO per cent of the 
Turkish people are Involved in 
farming of some sort. A. program 
to gonerate new industry on t)»« 
farm is needed to free many 
civilians for other types of em' 
ployment. 

Bozkurt likes Americans. "They 
are quits frank In their opinions 
and Ideas," he said. Partners 
ore pretty much tho same all 
over tho world, says Bozkurt. 3n 
Turkey the more vocal peoplo 
come from rural areas. 

His family adjusted quite well 
to living In Logan. According 
to Bozkurt's son, Logan is the 
United States and the rest of 
the country is something else. 
Ifts son spooks a mixture of both 
Turkish and American. 

During the next few weeks the 
Bozkurt family will get an op- 
portunity to see much o( the 
United States. His tour or field 
duty li over In southern Idaho, 
Ho will visit Spokane. Prom 
thero lie will Journey to Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, Texas, Okla- 
homa and Iowa before return- 
ing to UsU for one more quarter 
of schooling. 

He doesn't quite know what 
his assignment will be 11 when he 
rtiturna to Turkey, but accord- 
lug to Bozkurt, ho In committed 
to It for several more yours.

Start of the I35-m»Hon-doIIar 
Navajo Irrigation project, n sub- 
sidiary of the upper Colorado 
river storage project, marks the 
realization of a dream for many 
Navajo leaders and government 
Indian workers. 

And In addition, the folks of 
the Ban Juan basin look forward 
to the 14-odd year* of construc- 
tion as a highly welcome atabll- 
Uer for the area's economy. 

Tlie project Is only the first of 
many.

Jioscow, June 38 — Dairy herd 
clautflcaUon programs give i 
great deal of emphasis to con- 
formation or type. Most Idaho 
dairymen accept type ratings as 
an Indication of an animal's 
ability as a milk producer. Im- 
proved type has attained eco- 
nomic value and Is held In high 
esteem by dairymen. 

Boleotloir has gone beyond 
over-all type rating alone. Ani- 
mals are often selected which 
are believed to transmit certain 
desirable features such as 
nlralght legs, level rumps, Urge 
barrel or desirable udder. What 
Li the actual value of these type 
components and at what age can 
they be recognised? 

The University of Idaho be- 
fan, ft program of evaluating 
type In mature dairy animals In 
the mid-forties and later added 
Immature animal* to tlie study. 
Dairy scientists Johnson and 
Rom are currently publishing the 
result* of their findings tin a re- 
March bulletin.
